;iudge rendering the opinion.” 
Senate Debate 
Eastland, chairman of the 
Senate J udiciary Committee,

If an owner has property that is structurally sound 
within the designated urban renewal area and the prop­ 
erty can be rehabilitated, the program prov ides oppor­ 
tunity and financing assistance for him to do so priv ately . 
Assured other bad housing in the designated area 
will be rehabilitated or redev eloped, the priv ate owner 
has the incentiv e to restore his property . Additionally , 
the federal law specifically prov ides for FILA home 
improv ement loans to financially assist the owner. 


What are the safeguards 
gram to (he tenant? 
in an urban renewal pro- 


Any local urban renewal program for which federal 
aid is approv ed must make prov isions for the relocation 
of displaced families. 
The federal act requires the local public agency to 
offer families displaced by any urban renewal project 
area decent, safe and sanitary housing at prices and 
rents within their means. This housing must be located 
before mov ing procedures can begin. If temporary hous­ 
ing is required, the act prov ides it shall not be less 
desireable in character than the dwellings v acated by 
the families and shall be in safe and habitable condi­ 
tion.

Liability Of Unpreparedness

Apathy At Its 
M'orst 


M ore thought should be giv en by m ore 
people to the words spoken by Dr. Robert 
D. Calkins in an address to the National 
U niv ersity Extension Association at the Ne­ 
braska Center for Continuing Education. 
D r. Calkins, president of the Brookings In­ 
stitute and an economist, said that the “ in­ 
tellectual unpreparedness’’ of the country’s 
thinking people is more disturbing than the 
economic and social problems confronting 
us. 
“ The m ost pathetic spectacle in .•\merican 
life,’’ he said, “ is tlie successful m an in high 
position, exhibiting the 
patchwork of contra­ 
dictory 
beliefs 
on 
which he operates. Too 
m any now' withdraw 
and dism iss the unfam iliar, cling to the old, 
oppose the new, as m isfortunes perpetu­ 
ated by the irresponsible, and make no 
serious effort to understand either the cause 
or implications of ev ents around them ” If 
this sort of an indictment does not disturb 
you it is probably a good sign of the truth 
of the statem ent. The failure of people to 
com prehend that which is going on in the 
world around them is a serious disadv ant­ 
age to our nation. 
There is no free society that can liv e off 
enlightened leadership alone. A free society 
is founded in the conlidenee and dedication 
of all the people and there can be none of 
either without clear understanding. No per­ 
son can support that which he does not 
understand. Thus, if he does not understand 
the social, political and economic conditions 
of the day, he cannot support a positiv e 
approach to them , by either gov ernment or 
any other segm ent of society. 
We cannot cling to old ideas on dealing 
with other nations when these nations are 
no longer w'hat they use to be. When the 
m asses of people in Asia, the Middle E ast, 
India and Africa are em erging from cen­ 
turies of stagnation and depriv ation, they 
cannot be considered as they m ight hav e 
been a decade ago. 


★ 
A decade ago we had a choice with m any 
nations of the world, simply because their 
status or what they did was of little con­ 
sequence. When one sees a spider in the 
basem ent, he can stam p it out or leav e it 
alone and his household is little better or 
worse one way or another. But if the spider 
should turn into a lion, the situation is 
quite different. When m asses of ¡leople are 
steeped in illiteracy, ill health and {lov erty, 
they are nothing by way of a threat to 
anyone . . . There are certain m oral ques­ 
tions inv olv i‘d in our relationships with 
them but this is not an essential part of the 
m aterial world. But when these m asses 
awaken to the world around them and begin

to understand the m eaning of pride and 
take on a hunger for learning, for health, 
for independence and for economic pros­ 
perity, we had better begin to understand 
them . 
India, perhaps, is the best example we 
hav e of this situation. An independent re­ 
public not quite 15 years of age, India is a 
land that was bottled up for centuries with 
her own inner struggles and the domination 
by foreign gov ernments. But the last 15 
years hav e been years of steady progress— 
years in which the nation’s more than 400 
million people hav e been welded together 
into a composite, dem ocratic force—years in 
which schools hav e been built, industry es­ 
tablished and gov ernment perfected. To con­ 
sider India as we might hav e been able to 
consider her 20 years ago if we wanted to, 
is as backward* and just plain stupid as 
despairing today the child with a case of 
smallpox. 


But how m any people attem pt to under­ 
stand the history of India, the problems she 
faces and the policies she follows to es­ 
tablish herself? Unfortunately, too m any

against us. This is simply because it re­ 
quires one to think not an ounce al)out the 
history and hopes of this v ast region. 
Closer to home, we find intellectual un­ 
preparedness a liability in our own prog­ 
ress. We find a surprisingly large num ber 
of people who want to fall back with gov ern­ 
ment to nothing more than the original Con­ 
stitution of the nation. They would throw 
out all im plem entation of this docum ent 
through the many laws that hav e come to 
be passed. 
Somehow or other they believ e that today 
we can go back to the beginning and find 
the 
answers 
to 
our 
problems. They refuse 
to consider the growdh 
in our population, the 
scientific and techno­ 
logical progress that has been made, the 
mobility today of the entire world and the 
refinem ent of our sociological concepts. 
They cannot seem to com prehend that 
changing 
economic 
conditions 
dem and 
changing methods of liv ing and of doing 
business. They are surrounded by change, 
much of which they them selv es hav e been 
an integral part of, but they lack the m a­ 
turity to be stim ulated by this change. 
They want to liv e and die as though the 
world was created for them alone and as 
though the Almighty endowed them alone, 
without any personal application, with the 
widsom of the ages. The refusal to keep 
one’s self intellectually prepared is a liabil­ 
ity of gigantic proportions.

Life With Titov 


M ajor Gherm an Titov , the Russian cosmo­ 
naut, the Red counterpart of our own John 
Glenn, has arriv ed in this country with his 
attractiv e but quiet wife. He is here to 
deliv er a paper before the International 
Space Conference. But, m eantim e, he is 
getting his first im pression of the United 
States. 
M ajor Titov has been rath er well receiv ed 
though he was forced to endure a few cat 
calls in Wall Street. And he has responded 
well enough with civ il speech and a ready 
smile. 
He has only raised a questioning eyebrow 
ov er two things. He said he couldn’t figure 
out what the stock m arket was all about. 
This will not estrange him from the Ameri­ 
can people, who ^ currently are hav ing a 
little difficulty understanding the m arket’s 


present gyrations—a m atter of declining 
prices in stocks w'hose industries are earn­ 
ing adequate profits. 
The m ajor also felt a touch of claustro­ 
phobia in the crowded city streets. He 
thought there were far too m any auto­ 
mobiles. We can reply that that is one 
problem his nativ e Russia will not hav e to 
face for quite some time. That and the 
curse of affluence do not afflict the av erage 
Russian. 
As to his claustrophobia, that is under­ 
standable. He has been cruising around out 
in space and a v ariation of a few thousand 
miles this way or that off course is not of 
great concern. Under the circum stances we 
would imagine he would find the Sahara 
D esert a little confining just as he could 
v iew his trip to the United States as nothing 
m ore than aA \histle stop affair. 


Problem Of Capital 


D ear Drew, 
When I was about 
age 1 used to read 
Sawyer” and “Huckleberry 
Finn” and wish that som e­ 
day 1 could sail down the 
Mississippi riv er. Now I am 
doing W'hat I alw'ays wanted 
to do as a boy and I wish 
you and your brothers could 
be with me. Since being in 
school is much more im por­ 
tant, 
I 
want to tell you 
something about this trip. 
Up in the pilot house I 
talked to Capt. H arris Dunn, 
w'ho is licensed to pilot on 
both the Ohio and the Mis­ 
sissippi riv ers. Of the two, 
the Mississippi is much more 
difficult, first because the 
Ohio has a series of dam s 
which 
make 
the 
current 
steady; second because the 
sand 
bars 
are 
constantly 
shifting in the Mississippi. 
1 couldn’t get near a tele­ 
phone while 1 was on the 
.Mississippi, and you know 
that this is v ery unusual for 
your grandfather. So I had 
a lot of tim e to think. And 
one of the things I thought 
about was the great bless­ 
ings giv en the American peo­ 
ple by geography. 
In fact when you consider 
what has made us the pow­ 
erful and progressiv e nation 
w'e are, I w'ould say there 
are two m ain reasons. F irst 
we 
hav e 
been 
peculiarly 
blessed by such geographic 
factors as the Mississippi. 
Second we hav e been blessed 
by the freedoms pioneered 
by our British forefathers 
and by the energy giv en us 
by our other European fore­ 
fathers. 
1 don’t know whether you 
hav e studied it in school, but 


except possibly China, h a s 
such a riv er as the M ississ­ 
ippi. Russia has the Volga 
and the Amur and other big 
riv ers, but they drain an area 
which is too cold and doesn’t 
hav e much rainfall. Brazil 
has the Amazon which is 
bigger than the Mississippi, 
but it drains an area that is 
too hot and therefore v ery 
difficult to liv e in. 
VVe cut down the forests in 
the hill§ where the Mississippi 
rises, and w'e paid no at­ 
tention to the washing away 
of the soil. But now we are 
doing better. And I think his­ 
tory will show' that the turn­ 
ing point for better soil con­ 
serv ation cam e w'hen P resi­ 
dent Franklin Roosev elt took 
the adv ice of men like Henry 
W allace, and Rex Tugwell, 
and Dr. J. Russell Smith of 
Columbia, who urged that we 
sav e the soil as our most 
priceless heritage.

Anyway, sev eral types of 
influences trigger this sort 
of condition. Chemical fac­ 
tors, such as drugs, m ay be

A “basic elimination 
diet” m ay be set up by your 
doctor, hav ing the youngster 
eat, for a tim e, only a few 
foods which are rarely found 
to stim ulate histam ine re­ 
lease. Then other foods are 
added to the diet, one at a 
tim e, 
to 
determ ine 
which 
ones do and which ones do 
not bother her. Desensitiza­ 
tion may be adv isable occa­ 
sionally. 
And in some cases, anti­ 
histam ine drugs m a y be 
used for tem porary relief in 
acute instances. For exam ­ 
ple, they m ight be used be­ 
fore she goes out on a cold 
day.

Federally insured priv ate credit and di­ 
rect gov ernm ent agricultural loans are ex­ 
pected to jum p to $6.35 million in the fiscal 
year ending June 1. This is in contrast to the 
old high of last year which reached $39 6 
million. 
To what use is most of this borrowing 
going? 
Some of it is being spent for spring seed­ 
ing, fertilizer and other factors to m ake the 
1962 crop. But a good deal is going into 
labor sav ing m achinery and into facilities 
required for div ersification. 
The em ploym ent of credit is one of the 
m ore im portant aspects of the federal farm 
program and at this stage is a more con­ 
structiv e factor than the crop control pro­ 
gram . It is prov iding the capital essential 
to the readjustm ent of farm production. And 
it is also reliev ing the producing farm er of 
the serious problem of cost and av ailability 


of farm labor. 
But the heav y role played by the federal 
gov ernment in farm financing constitutes a 
significant com m entary on the capital ca­ 
pacity of the farm belt. It m eans that there 
isn’t enough priv ate capital. These loans 
that the farm ers are receiv ing are not sub­ 
m arginal. They are being repaid. At the 
present rate $341 million of the loans out­ 
standing will be repaid this year, and m ore 
next. 
Such loans are the proper function of 
priv ate credit and the region will be in a 
much more adv antageous position when 
they can be so transacted. M eantime, it is 
pertinent that the farm states giv e more 
thought to the doubtful practice of shipping 
too much of its capital to rem ote m arkets. 
And they should giv e m ore thought to tax 
forms and banking factors that will con­ 
serv e the region’s capital for its own use.

Policy F o r e s e e n 


Changing Taft- Hartley 


After the last congressional battle ov er 
labor legislation, it would not be surprising 
if the public failed to get too worked up 
ov er prom ise of another fight. The winning 
side last tim e added a host of prov isions to 
the Taft-H artley law but little real change 
things has been noticed. Specifically, 
in 
T eam sters boss Jam es Hoffa continues in 
power, despite the fact that he was sup- 
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posed to be a focal point of the new legis­ 
lation. 
The end in sight under proposals recom ­ 
mended by an independent presidential fact­ 
finding body is greater White House juris­ 
diction in labor-m anagenient disputes. The 
most im portant recom m endation calls for 
authority of the President to recom m end a 
settlem ent in disputes which cannot be set­ 
tled without a .strike. This prov ision could 
result in a benefit to either labor or m anage­ 
ment, depending upon the philosophy of the 
occupant of the White House. 
President Kennedy hailed the agreem ent 
of his fact-finding group with the principle 
of free collectiv e bargaining. But as tim e 
goes on, the idea of free collectiv e bargain­ 
ing is becoming more and more of a m is­ 
nomer. Thus free collectiv e bargaining im­ 
plies complete freedom to strike and this 
is not the fact today. There is freedom to 
bargain but agreem ent according to certain 
prerequisites is demanded. 
Thus, we don’t really hav e free collectiv e 
bargaining any m ore and are likely to hav e 
less and less of it in the future. It seem s 
obv ious that the trend is toward growing 
gov ernm ent authority in m atters of labor- 
m anagem ent relations. Once again, we see 
a v ariety of changes combining to indicate 
protection of the public’s interest through its 
elected gov ernm ent representativ es. It may 
not be the most popular trend but alter­ 
nativ es that would work hav e not yet pre­ 
sented them selv es. 


WASHINGTON—The signs 
and portents of an upheav al 
in national farm policy are 
beginning to appear. 
Forem ost among them is 
the determ ination of P resi­
